Closely  allied  to  “Living  Stones  ’.  It 
protects  itself  by  assuming  a  ferocious 
look.  The  leaves  resembling  a  menac  - 
ing  mouth  full  of  teeth.

Argyroderma  schlechteri  $1.00 

A  perfectly  formed  silvery  green  rounded  shape.  As  tho’ 
cut  in  half  with  a  sharp  knife.  From  this  opening  grow 
the  new  lobes  and  from  the  center  of  these  the  flower. 


The  culture  of  “Living  Stones’’  is  very  simple 
but  certain  rules  must  be  followed  to  assure  success. 
My  plants  are  all  over  three  years  old.  If  given 
proper  attention  well  established  plants  should  bloom 
by  fall  or  winter.  Better  results  are  obtained  by 
planting  them  in  groups.  Either  a  large  pot  or  a 
window  box  full  is  an  extraordinary  sight.
